INVASION’S FIRST PHASE ENDS, SECOND BEGINS 


OTH ARMY TAKES

Civita Castellana and

ROME, June 8 (AP).—The Fifth 
Army has captured Civitavecchia, 
Rome's principal port, 38 miles 
northwest of the capital, and to- 


day was thrusting swiftly up the 
west coast to maintain contact 
with the retreating enemy. 

Allied armored forces captured 
Civita Castellana, strategic high- 
way and rail junction 32 miles 
north of Rome, after another 
Fifth Army unit had seized Brac- 
ciano, 20 miles north of Rome, on 
“the west shore of the lake of the 
same name. Still another column 
was reported passing the lake on 
the east side, 15 miles north of 
Rome. 

Civita Castellana is a junction 
of ‘three highways and also of 
electric railways to Rome and 
Viterbo. 

The Germans still appeared to 
be withdrawing in a bad state of 
demoralization, without any indi- 
cation yet as to when they might 
turn and attempt a determined 
stand. " 

Enemy Disorganized. 

An official spokesman declared 
“the battered remnants of the 
German Fourteenth Army are in 
a considerable state of disorgani- 
zation. Upwards of 40 Wehrmacht 
formations are represented in the 
collection of prisoners taken in 
the ¢xodus from Rome and be- 
yond, Apparently even battalions 
are attaching themselves to what- 
ever higher echelon is available.” 


Allied forces driving due north | 


of Rome captured Field Marshal 
Albert Kesselring’s former head- 
quarters, about three miles south- 
east of Civita Castellana. 

The headquarters, described as 
an “elaborate, tunneled under- 
‘ground stronghold,” was put under 
a strong guard. 

The drive on Civita Castellana, 
about 25 miles northeast of Rome, 
made rapid progress up Highway 
3 and an official report that re- 
connaissance elements encountered 
some opposition west of the town 
indicated it might be ‘by-passed 
first.

SUPREME HEADQUARTERS 
ALLIED EXPEDITIONARY 
FORCE, June 8 (AP). — Gen. 
Dwight D. Eisenhower declared 
today his “complete confédence in 
the ability of the Allied armies, 
navies and air forces to do all 
they are asked to do has been 
completely justified.” 


“In the early landing operations 
which are always naval, the two 
Allied navies—together with ele- 
ments of navy units of the United 
Nations—under Adm. Sir Bertram 
Ramsay have excelled, in the high 
standard of their planning and 
their execution, any prior venture 
in which I have seen them en- 
gaged,” Gen. Eisenhower said. 

“The long and brilliant cam- 
paign conducted in the past month 
by the combined air forces, in- 
cluding the commands of Air 
Chief Marshal Arthur Harris, 
Lt. Gen. Carl Spaatz and Air Chief 


Marshab Trafford Leigh Mallory 
was an essential preliminary to 
the undertaking of the operations 
and has proved. its effectiveness 
by the fact that the landing was 
made as planned, Their good work 
is continuing. 

“Gen. Sir Bernard L. Montgom- 
ery is in immediate and direct 
charge of all the assault ground 
forces. Under him all the troops 
are performing magnificently.” 

Gen. Montgomery told cor- 
respondents at his headquarters 
today that “everything is going 
excellently.” 

Gen. Eisenhower had returned 
from a four-and-one-half-hour 
cruise off the French invasion 
beaches with Adm. Ramsay, com- 
mander of Allied naval forces. On 
board their ship they conferred 
with Gen. Montgomery, R. Adm.

BEHIND THE ATLANTIC 

WALL, June 6 (Delayed).—I para- 
chuted into Europe at 1 a, m. 
today, a half hour after the first 
paratroopers had lanted and six 
and one-half hours before our sea- 
borne forces had stormed the 
| beaches. 

I have seen a few thousand 
/paratroops and glider-borne troops 
hold a brideghead against Hitler’s 
armies for over 16 hours, despite 
overwhelming odds, 

There’s a terrific battle going on 
here as I write and bullets, mortar 
bombs and shells—not to mention 
a couple of snipers—are producing 
conditions which are hardly con- 
ducive to consecutive thinking. 

Our job as an airborne force 
was to silence a vital coastal bat- 
tery which, if stéll in operation, 
might have blown our ships to bits 
as they came toward the shore. 
We silenced it. 

Ana our other just as vital job 
was to secure two important 
bridges over a canal and river 
horth of Caen, to prevent them 
from being blown up and to hold 
them against all comers until the 
main armies arrived. We are still 
holding them and they are still 
intact. 


The paratroop group which went 
in ahead of the unit with which 
I jumped was under orders to cap- 
ture the bridges. It was our job 
to bring them aid and infest the 
whole area for 100 square miles 
around to prevent the Nazis from 
counterattacking. 

I knew the men in my plane

The midnight Soviet communi- 
que said German attacks north of 
Iasi had “diminished consider- 
ably,” indicating the Nazis had 


began there May 30. . 

Russian troops counterattacking 
in the Moldavian province suc- 
ceeded in capturing two heights 
from the Nazis, the communique 
said. 


From May 30 to June 6 the Ger- 
mans lost more than 10,000 dead 
in the savage fighting near Iasi, 
and suffered heavily through de 
struction of equipment, Moscow 
asserted. A Berlin broadcast said 
the battle had ended, but asserted 
at least 10 Red Army rifle di- 
visions had been “wiped out or 
decisively mauled.” 

The Soviet communique said 
minor actions had been fought 
northwest of Tiraspol on the low- 
er Dnestr and near Vitebsk in 
White Russia.

Using crossfire, the Nazis time 
and again cut off beaches and 
isolated troops. Naval gunfire 
support for the beleaguered troops 
finally saved the day. 

The battleship Texas moved 
close inshore and silenced a 
155mm. battery in a cliff while 
destroyers pounded continually at 
pillboxes. 

With this aid, troops using 
flamethrowers and grenades grad- 
ually choked off the defenders and 
reinforcements are now streaming 
across the channel into a shuttle 
service expected to clear the 
beachhead.

American casualties in the 
Italian campaign from the land- 
ings last September to May 30 
amounted to 57,529, Stimson 
said.

Thig is an increase of 278 
dead, 1644 wounded and 457 
missing over the casualty 
figures up to May 27, which 
were announced a week ago. 

From the start of the war, 
Army and Navy casualties total 
217,131, an increase of 10,904 
since a report May 25. Army 
casualties up to May 21 totaled 
171,358, an increase of 10,245 
since his previous report. The 
Army casualties include 28,952 
killed, 68,779 wounded, 40,084 
missing and 33,543 prisoners of 
war, an increase of 893 dead, 
3000 wounded, 4588 missing and 
1764 prisoners. 

Navy casualties reported up 
to today amount to 45,773, of 
which 19,802 were killed, 12,- 
253 wounded, 9256 missing and 
4462 prisoners of war, an in-

A Berlin broadcast earlier 
tonight said the Allies had 
thrust into Caen, 16 miles 
southeast of Bayeux, with 
tanks, mounted infantry, and 
mobile troops and that violent

Caen, nine miles inland from 
the mouth of the Orne River, is- 
an important Normandy town 
from which five rail lines radiate.

Trunk Railway Cut. 

Specific directions and prog- 
ress in today’s fighting were not 
disclosed by headquarters, but the 
German high command said strong 
Allied forces south of Bayeux, 
which was captured yesterday, 
were attacking toward the south- 
west. Capture of Bayeux cut the 
Cherbourg-Paris trunk railway. 

The Germans said American and 
German troops were engaged in 
fierce house-to-house fighting in 
the town of Ste. Mere-Eglise, 20 
miles southeast of Cherbourg and 
about five miles inland from the 
eastern coast of the Cherbourg 
peninsula. 

A German broadcast said 1300 
Allied gliders had been destroyed 
or captured. 

Landing Points Linked. 

Heavy battles, with tanks and 
reserves sped up by both sides, 
flared over the peninsula. Al- 
lied beachhead troops are link- 
ing up with airborne forces 
dropped deeper inland, headquar- 
ters said, and improvement in ad- 
verse weather aided reinforce- 
ments from glider sky trains and 
by sea. 

Field reports declared British- 
Canadian troops had captured a 
number of French towns and vil- 
lages, advancing on open roads to 
points some miles from the coast. 
Infantrymen rode up to battle on 
bicycles and tanks to speed the 
advance. 

Several Hundred Prisoners. 

Canadian and British troops 
have captured several hundred 
prisoners and shot up numerous 
Nazi &88-millimeter guns, field re- 
ports said. Canadian press cor- 
respondent Ross Munro, with Ca- 
nadians in an unidentified sector, 
said the Germans were reported 
falling back in one area under per- 
sistent attacks, and “strength is 
being built up rapidly in the Allied 
bridgeheads for the big battles 
which should come any day, or 
even any hour.” : 

Berlin said Americans who 
gained a foothold north of Caren- 
tan, some 27 miles southeast of 
Cherbourg, had suffered heavy 
casualties. It also claimed suc- 
cesses near the Orne River mouth, 
above Caen. 

DNB said in a Berlin broadcast 
that large-scale airborne landings 
were taking place south of Aze- 
five miles north of Ste. 
Mere Eglise. 

“The center of Allied landings 
last night was the sector between 
Houlgate and Arromanches. These 
newly landed forces succeeded in 
pushing about seven miles in- 
land,” DNB said. 

Houlgate is about four miles 
east of the mouth of the Orne 
River and Arromanches is about 
20 miles “west. 

Engineer troops joined the flood 
of Allied reinforcements, helping 
in tearing down Atlantic Wall de- 
fenses. 

Gen. Dwight D. Eisenhower used 
his airborne troops to the fullest, 
and an observer on a ship in the 
Channel said at one time “the sky 
overhead became unbelievably 
crowded with aircraft. Four lanes 
of tow-plane traffic going each 
way spanned the Channel.” 

Some of the Allied troops have 
been fighting continuously since 
Tuesday morning, and it is likely 
there may be a short lull in ad- 
vance as they rest, regroup, and 
bring up supplies. 

Supreme headquarter described 
yesterday's capture of Bayeux, five 
miles inland from the central Nor- 
mandy coast and first French 
town of consequence to fal) to the 
invaders, as “very important 
news.” 

“Progress continues despite de- 
termined enemy resistance,” said 
this morning’s communique. 
“Fierce armored and _ infantry 
fighting has taken place.” 

Supreme headquarters an- 
nounced Allied troops had crossed 
the Bayeux-Caen highway at sev- 
eral points. 

The weather is definitely im- 
proving, it was announced here, 
but unloading on the beaches had 
to be halted at times yesterday be- 
cause of rough waters. The lost 
time was aimost made up by 
“Superhuman efforts on the part 
of the landing craft crews,” a 
spokesman said. — 

More German Planes. 

German aircraft bégan to ap- 
pear in the battle areas in greater 
numbers. In the past 24 hours, 
headquarters announced, a total 
of 102 enemy planes were de- 
stroyed—82 in air combat and 20 
on the ground. 

Allied air forces flew more than 
9000 sorties yesterday, bombing 
and strafing the enemy from the 
Normandy beachheads to 100 miles 
inside France. German reserves 
moving toward the battle scene 
“were a particular target 

It was said here that the cap- 
ture of Bayeux, a road and rail 
junction between Caen and Cher- 
bourg, was particularly important 
because troops advancing inland 
from there “have no _ rivers to 
cross as the rivers run north and 
south.” 

The Drome River near the town 
provides a route that would help 
sever the peninsula and isolate 
_ the great port of Cherbourg— 
needed by the Allies to bring in 
heavy gune end equipment, 

The French in Bayeux greeted 


“on to Paris.” Before the war 
Bayeux had a population of 9000. 
The German radio, declaring the 
Allies were making a supreme ef- 
fort to capture all of Normandy 
in order to control Cherbourg, 
said airborne landings were made 
yesterday at Falaise and Argetan, 
some 30 miles south of Caen, with 
troops from 300 planes and gliders. 
Supreme headquarters made no 
mention of any landings this deep 
inside the continent, nor did the 
German com ique, but return- 
ing flyers this morning said there 
appeared to be street fighting in 
Falaise—William the Conqueror’s 
birthplace ¢nd the capital of his 
Normandy. : 
Afrfield in Operation. 

For the third straight night 
American and British airborne 
troops dropped in great clouds. 
Jeeps, motorcycles and antitank 
guns were flown in to support the 
airborne attack—which means 
that the Allies either had cap- 
tured an airfield in France or 
built one, 

It was announced officially here 
that airborne operations “on 
very large scale” throughout 
|Wednesday ferried new conting- 
'ents of troops, supplies and equip- 
‘ment to France. 

Aside from Bayeux and Caen, 
supreme headquarters gave no 
place names to locate the battles, 
but a constant stream of Berlin 
broadcasts, none of them con- 
firmed, reported Allied attacks all 
the way from the Calais area di- 
rectly across the Dover Strait to 
the lower western coast of the 
Brittany peninsula far to the 
southwest, ‘ 
The German radio said new Al- 
lied airborne operations were di- 
rected against three points on the 
Brittany peninsula — Lorient, 
Nantes and St. Brieuc, but the 
German communique said that the 
only new bridgehead attempted by 
the Allies was at the bay of St. 
Martin at the northwestern tip of 
the Cherbourg peninsula. 

One German broadcast said that 
the entire Atlantic coast defense 
system had been “placed in a 
state Of alarm” and that German 
naval and air forces were. patrol- 
ling the Bay of Biscay to guard 
against surprise landings there. In 
similiar vein, another broadcast 
said shipping was concentrated in 
Northern English harbors and 
Scotland and that “further land- 
ings must be expected in the near 
future.” 

A spokesman for the German 
high command was quoted by the 
Swedish Telegraph Bureau as say- 
ing that.“no one in (Field Mar- 
shal) Rundstedt’s headquarters ex- 
pects the invasion troops will be 
thrown back into the sea.” | 

Gen, Eisenhower, Allied su- 
preme commander, cruised the 
beach areas for four and one-half 
hours Wednesday in a British ship. 
He conferred with Gen, Montgom- 
ery and other Allied operational 
leaders less than five miles from 
German-held areas, 

The Swiss Telegraph Agency

June 15 lest they “hamper Allied 
operations.” 

“People of the Atlantic coasts— 
of Norway, Denmark, Belgium, 
Holland and France—the supreme 
commander orderg you to cease 
fishing in the zones mentioned 
Thursday, June 8, at 9 p. m., until 
June 15 at 9 p. m.,” the broadcast 
said.

7 BATTLESHIPS 
IN NAVAL FORGE 
POUNDING NAZIS 


3 Are American—Scores 
‘of Cruisers and Destroy- 
ers Helped Silence 
Enemy Batteries.

LONDON, June 8 (AP).—Seven 
Allied battleships—three of them 
American—and scores of cruisers 
and destroyers including French, 
Norwegian, Polish and Dutch 
ships, comprised the task forces 


which ripped the first breaches in 
Hitler’s Atlantic Wall. 

The battleship Texas led the 
western task force under R, Adm. 
Alan Goodrich Kirk. The squad- 
ron also included the battleships 
Arkansas and Nevada. 

The eastern force was led by 
the British battleship Warspite 
and included the battleships Rod- 
ney, Ramillies and Nelson, 

Three U. 8S. Cruisers, 

No official breakdown was given 
on the warships involved, but a 
compilation from field dispatches 
showed 31, including the Ameri- 
can cruisers Tuscaloosa, Quincy 
and Augusta. The British furnish- 
ed 75 per cent of the larger war- 
ships from destroyers upward. 

The ships’ task was to silence 
Nazi coastal batteries, and clear 
the coast so foot soldiers could go 
ashore. That was accomplished 
with great effectiveness, 

Their eagerness was typified by 
the difficulty the British Scorpion 
had in getting in its licks because 
of the zeal of the Norwegian de- 
stroyer Stord, which had a hand 
in the sinking of the Germans’ 
Scharnhorst. 

During the coastal shelling, the 
Scorpion’s Captain messaged the 
Stord, “You want any help? I’m 
getting bored.” 

The Stord replied only when it 
had ceased (firing, signaling, 
t“Sorry to be so selfish, but this 
was our first shooting.” 

Famous Ships Present. 

Among the list of British 
cruisers were the Scylla; the Bel- 
fast, which took part in the sink- 
ing of the Scharnhorst; the Mau- 
ritius, which supported the Sicily, 
Salerno and Anzio landings; the 
Ajax, which fought the Graf 
Spee; the Enterprise; the Glas- 
gow, which sank three German 
destroyers in the Bay of Biscay 
last year, and the Orion, a veteran 
of the Mediterranean which helped 
shell Pantelleria, Sicily and Sa- 
lerno. 

Also included were the French 


the British destroyer 
Versatile, which fired the first 
naval shot of this war at a U- 
boat, and the combat transport, 
the U. S. 8S. Barnett, nicknamed 
“Barney-Maru,” which helped 
make the original landings at 
Guadalcanal and was among the 
first transports into Naples har- 
bor. The British monitor Roberts, 
which wore out its guns in bom- 
barding the Italian coast, also was 
in the force. 


FIRST LARGE BATCH 
OF NAZI PRISONERS 
ARRIVES IN BRITAIN 


LONDON, June 8 (AP).—Dis- 
playing every emotion from arro- 
gance to bewilderment, the first 
large group of German prisoners 
from the Allied beachheads in 
northern France were landed last 
night at a port in England. 

A handful of high ranking Al- 
lied officers, several correspond- 
ents and the ship’s crew witnessed 
the debarkation,. 

The prisoners, both officers and 
men, were marched to waiting 
trucks and moved to an undis- 
closed destination under an armed 
guard. Among the captives were 
four Poles, onw of whom said he 
had been captured and drafted by 
the Nazis.

64 Nazis Shot Down. 

The bombers encountered no 
enemy fighter opposition, but our 
fighters reported shooting down 
64 enemy aircraft in combat and 
destroying more than a score on 
the ground.

You probably have heard all 
about this before now, (transmis- 
sion is difficult from a spot like | 
this), but nobody who was not.

No such | 
smash as this was ever before) 
turned loose on anybody in the 
history of the world since man | 
learned how to sail the seas. And 
certainly no such job of military | 
co-ordination was ever before at- 
tempted nor could there be one 
more efficiently carried out. 

This morning, we came up to 
the French coast between Le 
Havre and Cherbourg with more 
than 4000 ships, an assault navy 
bigger than the combined fleets 
of Jason, Caesar, Togo, Rojshteve-. 
sky, Dewey and Beatty. We ap- 
proached an objective almost en- 
tirely subdued by air power. Pres- 
ently, we were actually advancing 
in country from which many of 
us had been glad to escape with 
our lives. 

It is difficult to realize even 
now, when the beach is empty’ 
and the fleet rides this channel 
unmolested. 

Terrible Night, Sea High. 


It had been a terrible night. 
The sea was higher, if possible, | 
than when it caused Sunday's) 
postponement-—choppy, crazy cross 
currents and feathered white caps 
—an overcast sky, a wind, stiff, 
wet and cold. 

Landing craft in general are. 
boats well designed for the job/| 
but not for anything else, includ-| 
ing protracted journeys or com- 
fort of personnel. 

Motor launches, such as the one 
in which this is being written, are 
smaller but in all other partic- 
ulars obey the same rules. They 
roll, pitch and rise straight up and 
down, and are difficult to manage 
in heavy seas. 

We got into trouble almost as 
soon as we left our port of em- 
barkation. Once we had turned 
into the English Channel we were 
in a-maelstrom with every ship 
in sight rolling at once and in 
various directions. 

The sight was probably the 
most impressive anyone had ever 
seen in these parts or anywhere 
else—if you could stand up long 
enough to look at it. 

A World Full of Ships. 

The world seemed filled with 
white and blue ships, which still 
were ships no matter what wind 
and wave did to them. This 
launch ran well up toward the 
front with the assault group. Be- 
hind us, a dim pattern in the 
mist, the destroyers were coming 
out, an endless line of them, as 
dignified as something in a min- 
uet, and, in contrast with other 
craft in the procession, as steady 
as battleships. 

Up with the leaders was a 
French ship and down through 
the lines the Slazak — Poland's 
entry — a couple of Dutch ships 
and one Danish. They didn’t look 
so steady, either, once they had 
turned out into open water. 

For most of the day and all 
night we ran into a quartering 
wind and rode on our beam ends 
~— first one beam end, then the 
other. We zigzagged and the 
senior officer of the group an- 
nounced that we were going 
through our own minefields, Prob- 
ably because of minefields, the 
whole convoy seemed massed like 
ears in a parking lot. 

Somebody mentioned something 
about the possibility of an air at- 
tack, but the commander lifted 
one ear to the slatey overcast and 
shook his head. You knew what 
that meant. Hundreds—thousands 
—of our own marine motors were 
making a racket to wake the 
dead, or Hitler, but over them 
sounded the continuous echo from 
the cloud rack—our bombers were 
passing over in a sort of ferry 
service, replastering the Luft- 
waffe, which had been unable to 
get up in this area for several 
weeks. 

The Worst Moment. 

The worst moment came prob- 
ably in early morning when the 
fleet began filtering through ene- 
my minefields. Leading ships 
were right behind the minesweep- 
ers and the minesweepers contin- 
ued straight on to the beach. 

This may rate as one of the 
most efficient individual jobs in 
the invasion because naval losses 
through chance encounter with 
mines were negligible. On the 
other hand, it produced another 
congestion which, seen in the thin 
moonlight breaking through the 
dirty sky, was terrifying. 

The whole fleet was bunched up 
like a salmon run and, in zig- 
zagging around corners against 
wind and crosscurrents, it seemed 
as if each ship were acting indi- 
vidually and were likely to crash 
into every other ship in the neigh- | 
borhood. 

The night was filled with blink- 
ing signal lamps and with blar- 
ing loudspeakers broadcasting or- 
ders, and above all, with squeal- 
ing wind. You tied yourself to a.

All Seasick by Morning. 

The night was tough but only 
half as tough as it seemed. By 
morning everybody was seasick so 
it didn’t seem to make any dif- 
ference. ; 

“Action stations” sounded at 5 
o’clock and the battered crew 
came onto deck with the usual 
clatter. The moon was obscured 
and you couldn’t see much of the 
fleet save for an occasional gray 
blob moving erratically against the 
grayer mist. 

There was no way of telling off- 
hand which way we were going 
but up ahead of us the sky was 
blazing with star shells and flares. 
Heinie may have been a little late 
in finding out what was going on 
but it was fairly obvious that he 
was beginning to learn. 

This went on for half an hour 
or 80 while the gun crews watched 
it in tense ailence, But as dawn 
began to break through cracks in 
the overcast, the fireworks ceased. 
All was quiet for a time until the 
blasting began, 

In the first streaks of daylight 
it seemed as if most of the fleet 
had been lost somewhere. Only 
a few landing craft were grouped 
around, hardly as many as one 
used to see in exercises along the 
English coast, But in a few sec- 
onds, as the day brightened, more 
and more ships came out of the 
haze like a movie fade-in until 
presently the whole pageant spread 
out for the first time. 

All the ships were here, other 
groups from. other embarkation 
points as well as ours — landing 
craft of a dozen varieties, assorted 
flak ships, transport carriers, a 
complete fleet of infantry landing 
ships, each with its own landing 
launches swung out on davits, mo- 
tor torpedo boats, motor launches 
like this, some equipped with anti- 
submarine patrols, some group 
navigational activities, destroyers, 
cruisers, battleships. All of them 
were moving in our direction in 
close columns, It was literally im- 
possible to see the horizon because 
of them and no doubt they spilled 
over to clutter up other horizons. 

There were 4000 ships in this 
expedition, not counting such craft 
as had to be carried over on other 
ships. Against the coming dawn 
the lower sky, cross-hatched with 
masts and funnels and_ radio 
gadgets, looked like a_ picket 
fence. But ahead of us, in a di- 
rection we now could make out to 
be due south, there was an open- 
ing in the mottled sky through 
which the dim hills of Normandy 
gradually were taking shape. 


“So This Is D-Day.” 


“So this is D-day,” said the cap- 
tain, trying to find room to turn 
around in on his little, overcrowd- 
ed bridge, 

“It is,” said the senior officer 
of the group. 

“Odd,” murmured the captain. 
“We've been talking about it all 
winter and here it is.” 

Spitfires were streaking over, 
below the gray ceiling, and gun- 
fire started off to the left and 
ahead. On the distant beach were 
regular flashes. We hoped they 
were bombs. Hundreds of bombers 
went inland above the clouds and 
presently we oould see the flash 
of their handiwork on the beach. 

We continued boring slowly in 
with tank landing craft on our 
port flank. Other ships, follow- 
ing the pattern of some elaborate 
chess game, turned parallel to the 
beach and we for a moment 
seemed about to conduct the in- 
vasion all by ourselves. 


Then suddenly we passed a 
string of infantry landing ships— 
big ships all, some of them sizable 
liners—and the sea was filled with 
festoons of little barges. 


Thumbs Up. 


The infantry had arrived at its 
rendezvous point exactly as sched- 
uled and was on its way in. We 
waved to lads standing close- 
packed in open cockpits and they 
gave us the thumb-up signal in 
answer. Amazingly, théy didn’t 
appear to be at all seasick. 

It was the morning’s most 


heartening sight. 

Over to our left cruisers and 
destroyers were firing continu- 
ously now, smudging the sky with 
orange-colored smoke. Bursts of 
six and eight inch shells were 
leaping out of the dim landscape 
ahead like bulbs in an electric 
sign. 

At 6:45 Maj. Loveday of the 
Artillery Corps, who had been 
directing Army activity on board 
the landing craft from this ship, 
made an announcement over the 
walkie-talkie.

CHURCHILL WARNING 
ON: QVEROPTIMISM 


Tells Commons ‘Enormous 
Exertions Lie Before 
Us’ in Invasion. 


LONDON, June 8 (AP).—Prime 
Minister Churchill warned the 
House of Commons today to guard 
against “overoptimism” in the 
battle of Europe and against “the 
idea that these things are going 
to be settled in a rush.” 

“Although great dangers lie be- 
hind,” he asserted, “enormous ex- 
ertions lie before us,”

prived the Prime Minister, once 
a journalist himself, of one of 
the roles he likes best—that of 
being able to give a first hand 
account of major developments— 
and he said he did not plan to 
make any statement on the in-

He said the campaign was be- 
ing covered fully “in the excellent 
reports by our able and upright 
press.” 


“If this is the last time I speak 
to the House before the week 
end,” he said, “I earnestly hope 
that when the members go to 
their constituencies they will give 
strong warnings against over- 
optimism.” 


He made no reply when Sir 
Joseph Lamb, Conservative, asked 
for an assurance “that the reason 
he is not going to make a state- 
ment in the near future is not 
that he is going to make a visit 
to the coast of France.”

Schumann, who is participating 
in his third invasion, said naval 
five-inch shells bounced off enemy 
pillboxes built in the cliff, doing 
little damage to the heavy con- 
crete facings. 

He said Rangers captured their 
beach quickly, but failed to scale 
the cliffs and silence the 155mm. 
battery. 

Machine Guns on Ladders. 

The Rangers had borrowed hy- 
draulic ladders from the London 
Fire Department to help scale the 
cliffs. These ladders had 30-cali- 
ber machine guns lashed to the 
top rungs. 

Schumann said the American 
flamethrowers did excellent work 
against the fortified houses, in 
some cases turning areas occu- 
pied by the enemy into a flaming 
hell, These houses had enabled 
the Nazis, however, to kill num- 
bers of soldiers advancing across 
the beaches. 

One of the first heroes back 
was Lt. (JG) Charles E. Laven- 
der of New Zion, 8S. C., com- 
mander of the first boat wave,, 
who reported via radio the first 
landing of United States troops. 
He said the gunfire was heavy 
and the sea rough. His boat 
saved two soldiers from capsized 
“ducks.” 

Tougher Than Sicily. 

Coxswain James Wimberly, 
Spartanburg, S. C., who took the 
first wave of troops to one of 
the most hotly contested beaches, 
said the French landing was 
tougher than the murderous Si- 
cilian assault. 

He said the fortified houses 
were the worst obstacles met by 
his landing party. 

Seaman 2nd Class Andrew Po- 
liti, New York City, brought back 
a boat .half-swamped from the 
beachhead. His boat had _res- 


cued two half-drowned tankmen. 

Boat 13 returned with three 
dead soldiers, 

Seaman 2nd Class Joseph E. 
Powell, Connersville, Ind., his 
teeth chattering from the cold 
water, said he didn’t know what 
had hit his boat. Soldiers who 
were not wounded made their 
way to the beaches, leaving their 
equipment, including bangalore 
torpedoes, in the boat. 

In the midst of the excitement 
a man fell overboard from our ship 
but was quickly rescued by a land- 
Ing boat manned by frozen, tired 
kids, 

The water became so rough at 
this point that the boats bringing 
the wounded back were unable to 
get them aboard. 

Mines Take Toll. 

Reports came in that mines had 
Sunk some of our landing craft, 
sending the men to death and 
wrecking guns and other needed 
equipment. We managed to take 
on six dead and four wounded 
men, 

At 11:15 a. m., our warships 
Opened a furious bombardment 
trying to relieve the hard-pressed 
troops ashore. Some had mired in 
soft sand and were helpless. 

It was a grim picture near the 
beaches. We couldn’t land and 
many boats spun in aimless circles 
waiting hopefully for gunfire to 
clear the beachheads. Rising tides 
hid underwater obstacles not re- 
moved previously. 

Lt. Jack Bruckner, Durham, N. 
C., who was on a control boat sta- 
tioned offshore, said direction of 
traffic for the landing boats was 
made extremely difficult by the 
rough water and ehemy shelling. - 

Lt. (JG) John Kolody, Arnold, 
Pa., made two trips to the beaches. 

“The beach,” he said, “was a 
bloody one even on the first wave. 
I met one wave commander who 
said his whole outfit went down. 
There was heavy machine-gun fire. 
Army equipment, tanks and navy 
boats were on the beach shot up 
and burning.”

RANGERS SCALE 
HIGH CHALK CLIFF, 
TAKE NAZI GUNS 


Exploit One of Outstanding 
Acts of First Day of 
Invasion.

WITH ALLIED FORCES IN

Writer Becomes Lost. 

In great globes of red and pur- 
ple it burst all around our plane 
as we coasted in and down to the 
dropping zone. Then we were all 
madly shuffling down the hole and 
umping into space. 

As I twisted down I looked for 
a church I had been told to spy 
for a landmark, But I came down 
in an orchard outside a farm- 
house and I knew I was hopeless- 
ly lost, 

I crawled forward through trees. 
Suddenly there was a rip and tear 
in my jumping frock and I flung 
myself to the ground. Machine 
guns rattled and there were the 
smashing explosions of hand gre- 
nades, I decided to try and get 
away. I began to run at a crouch. 
Suddenly there were two more 
figures coming for me, carrying 
guns. There was a crash of Sten- 
gunfire and both men crumpled 
up not 15 yards from me. 

Into the farm field stealthily 
came five men to challenge me. 
And I was with our own para- 
troopers again, . 

Rendezvous at 3 A. M. 

We made our rendezvous at 3 
a. m. after two long weary hours 
of wandering about the Nazi-in- 
fested country. I made my way 
to the bridges. Here the battle 
had ceased and both the river and 
canal spans were in our hands and 
firmly held by paratroop machine 
gunners. * 


We had taken the Nazis by sur- 
prise, but they knew what was 
happening now and we could ex- 
pect their tanks at any moment. 


Then at 3:20 a. m. every Allied 
paratrooper behind the Atlantic 
Wall breathed a sigh of relief as 
he heard the roar of bombers.

Men Fighting Superbly. 

In this sector the Allies have a 
pretty good hold on a big area 
extending well inland and our 
troops are fighting superbly to 
extend their hold and liquidate 
pocketsg of resistance. Some of 
these pockets are tough and dan- 
gerous. Others are mere/nests of 
snipers, 

At our farthest point inland a 
tank battle raged yesterday eve- 
ning for high ground command- 
ing the town which is one of our 
main immediate objectives. 

All afternoon and all last night 
our armor roared up from the 
coast to the front in a thunderous 
torrent to reinforce our already 
considerable force engaged with 
German panzers. 

Flank Secured. 

In another part of this sector 
our glider-borne troops, who land- 
ed yesterday evening in impres- 
sive atrength, are fighting to 
break one of the toughest German 
defense areas. 

Parachutists who landed earlier 
yesterday to secure bridges across 
a canal and river on our left flank 
achieved their first objectives in 
a heroic victory over superior 
forces, They won it at heavy 
cost, but they saved far greater 
casualties which must have re 
sulted from a frontal push, and 
they did vital jobs in securing our 
left flank, where the danger of 
German pressure is greatest.

ROME, June 8 (AP).—A thou- 
sand wounded German soldiers 
have been found in the hospitals 
of Rome, Allied Military Govern- 
ment officials said yesterday. 

More than 25,000 casualties were 
being treated here just before Al- 
lied occupation, but the Germans 
succeeded in evacuating most of 
them, it was ascertained. 

The transition of Rome from a 
combat city to near normalcy be- 
gan within a few hours after oc- 
cupation and within 48 hours soup 
kitchens capable of feeding 400,000 
persons were opened. 

AMG health officials said there 
was not a single case of malaria 
in the city, 16,000 hospital beds 
were aavilable, large quantities of 
coal were obtained for power and 
some parts of the city had elec- 
tricity within a few hours, 

The University of Rome, courts, 
libraries and elementary schools 
all were opened within the first 
two days. 

It was announced that two well- 
known Fascist newspapers, Popolo 
di Roma and Giornole d'Italia had 
been suppressed.

Eyewitness Describes Bitter Fight

WITH A UNITED STATES 
COAST GUARD RESCUE FLO- 
TILLA OFF THE FRENCH 
COAST, June 7 (Delayed) (AP).— 
From this 50-ton match box of a 
boat, lurching about within a few 
hundred yards of the French 
coast, I watched our troops dig 
out a narrow and bitterly contest- 
ed beachhead in the first phase of 
the Allied invasion along these 


shores. 
This little flotilla of 50-odd 50- 
ton ships, weary and knocked 


about after 40 hours of fighting 


in the high waters of the Chan- 
nel, im heading temporarily to edt 
this morning and aboard this boat 
the men are cheered by one thing |

beachhead go in and stay in, 
When we left the French coast 
last night at 9 o’clock that beach- 
head was slowly building up,

erations was achieved yesterday in|

Our destroyers are standing broad- 
side i» the beach and are throw- 
ing in shells point-blank and also 
lobbing them over the hills in an 
effort to get the German bat- 
teries. 

Four of our columns are slowly 
beating their way inland under 
heavy German fire which appears 
to be coming from well-concealed 
batteries. Our tanks are being 
landed now. 

Transport Is Hit. 

At 6:08 firing is coming from 
the enemy shore. We see smoke 
rise from a transport, but it plows 
on, a destroyer by its side. 

At 7:00 close alongside a trans- 
port we hear an officer calmly 
calling out over the ship’s loud- 
speaker telling the landing craft 
when to come up for men and 
where. “Come to the port side in 
five minutes,” we heard him say, 

At 11:15 we turn from our cen- 
tral position in the area of action 
and head fast for the assault 
area, Somebody in the crew ob- 
serves with a laugh: “Always, all 
my life, I want to come to France, 
|Ain’t this a hell of a day for it, 
though?”

Hot enemy fire was coming 
from the village until one of our 
battleships lying several hundred 
yards off turned broadside and, 
with five successive rounds, re- 
duced that enemy refuge to ruins. 

Aside from this the fleet’s part 
of the operations wag almost one 
of reaching far in behind the 
fighting line to smash German 
batteries, We could see dust and 
smashed rock particles rising 
like a sandstorm, Whole areas 
were ground fine. Of all the Al- 
lied craft we saw in action over 
a period of many hours not one 
was observed to have been hit. 

Pattern of Assault. 

We had been “sealed” aboard | 
the cutter until Monday, June 5,

FitzGibbon Doubts Po- 
lice Cannot Seize Prop- 
erty Recovered in 
Pawnshops. 


Judge David W. FitzGibbon of 
the Court of Criminal Correction 
today voiced his disagreement 
with an opinion in which the City 
Counselor’s office held that police 
lack the authority to seize stolen 
property found in pawnshops to be 
used as evidence in court, He 
said he would continue to insist 
on presentation of stolen property 
in court before proceeding with 
trial of theft cases. 

“This opinion has not changed 
my mind at all,” Judge FitzGib- 
bon declared. “I am not in accord 
with it, and am checking the law 
myself. I shall continue to insist 
that police seize stolen property, 
no matter where it is found, and 
present it in court as evidence be- 
fore I shall proceed with trial.” 

In an opinion presented yester- 
day to Police Chief James J. 
Mitchell, Associate City Counselor 
James V. Frank stated the United 
States Supreme Court had cir- 
cumscribed objects of lawful 
search and seizure, with the re- 
sult that a search warrant may 
not be used as a means of gain- 
ing access to premises for the 
sole purpose of seizing evidence 
to be used in criminal proceed- 
ings. 

Frank further held that owners 
of stolen property under Missouri 
law were not required to pay any 
fee for redemption of property 
found in a pawnbroker’s posses- 
sion, but might move to regain the 
property through action of re- 
plevin instituted in Circuit or Jus- 
tice of the Peace Court. 

This opinion upheld Chief of 
Detectives Herman Siebels, who 
had maintained police lacked the 
right to seize stolen property that 
had been pawned. Siebels_ re- 
quested an opinion from the City 
Counselor’s office after Judge Fitz- 
Gibbon last month denounced po- 
lice for failure to seize stolen 
articles from pawnbrokers imme- 
diately the articles were identified, 
and charged owners were being

In order to make such a stra- 
tegical analysis, we must look at 
the situation from the German 
point of view. The German High 
Command faces the decisive 
struggle of this summer and fall 
with seriously diminished _re- 
sources. German’s industrial 
strength has not been broken, but 
it has been reduced by our air 
attacks. 


Nazi Air Power Curbed. 


The German air power has not 
been destroyed, but its offensive 
element—the bomber force—has 
very nearly been put out of action 
by the need for devoting most 
of German aircraft production ca- 
pacity to turning out fighters for 
defense against the Allied bomb- 
ers. Fighter production has been 
the especial target of Allied 
bombing attacks during the first 
five months of this year, and has 
been materially cut down. 

Thus the German air force is 
not only weak and unbalanced, 
but it is growing weaker at the 
very moment when it faces its 
supreme test. 

In a long drawn-out struggle, its 
reserves and replacements would 
be wholly unable to replace a 
really heavy rate of loss. It has, 
therefore, become a weapon of op- 
portunity, or in the alternative, 
a force capable of only one short 
continuous burst of concentrated 
effort. 

The German surface navy has 
almost ceased to exist. The sub- 


marine force has been conquered 
on the high seas; it may still be 
used defensively, but under condi- | 
tions which would hardly be favor- 
able for serious accomplishment. 

Thus, if Germany has to depend 
on her air force or her navy, she 
is already a defeated nation. 


Army Hitler’s Mainstay. 
There remains, however, the 
German army. This is the main- | 
stay of such German hopes as still | 
flourish. It is not only the chief | 
military prop of Germany; it is 
also the chief support of German 
morale, The German leaders will 
not really despair until their army 
is defeated, nor will most of the 
German people. 
The German army, greatly re-| 
duced in numbers from its former | 
flourishing estate, still has more | 
than 300 divisions. Most of these | 
divisions are smaller than they | 
used to be, and many of them are 
mere “defensive” divisions, defi- 
cient in infantry and transport. 
The present mission of the 
German army is, however, a de- 
fensive mission. Its task is to 
prevent an Allied invasion of 
the Fortress of Europe, with 
Germany as its center, or so to 
delay such an invasion, .and to 
put so high a price on its suc- 
cess, as to win for Germany a 
negotiated e on such terms 
as may give Germany a chance 
to try again in a few years for 
the domination of the world. 
The task of defending the Fort- 
ress of Europe is not easy. The 
German army is carefully dis- 
posed, within the lim#tations of 
its power; but those limitations 
are very definite. 
60 per cent of its strength. along 
the eastern front, against the Rus- 
sians; just under 20 per cent in

NEUTRAL NATIONS’ STAND 
BELIEVED T0 DEPEND 
ON SUCCESS OF INVASION

WASHINGTON, June 8 (AP). 
LLIED invasion forces are 
cracking the diplomatic as 
well as the military de- 

fenses of Hitler Europe. Offi- 
cials said today that major 
changes in the positions of 
neutral nations may be ex- 
pected as soon as several skep- 
tical bystanders are convinced 
the Allies are winning this 
campaign and are going to win 
the war. 

. This should occur within 10 
days or two weeks when the 
main Allied armies and the 

_enemy’s strategic reserves 
have clashed in the climactic 
engagement of the invasion. 

The fact that the battle on 
the beaches was won Tuesday 
without terrific losses is un- 
derstood to have shaken se- 
verely the position of those 
neutral leaders who have not 
yet been convinced of the cer- 
tainty of Allied victory. 

Notable among these are re- 
ported to be Generalissimo 
Francisco Franco of Spain and 
ranking military men in Fin- 
land, Finland’s refusal to 
make peace with Russia and 
England is compounded of 
many elements, including fear 
of Russia, but one important 
factor is said to have been the 
belief that a complete Allied 
triumph is by no means as- 
sured.

And the 
Russian front is too far away 
for help from there to arrive in 
time. 

Let us carry this sort of think- 
ing a little farther. What will be 
the German situation when the 
Russians launch a full-scale offen- 
sive, as they are most certainly 
on the point of doing? 

Then every Army commander 
along that front will begin to call 
for reinforcements, just as Kes- 
selring did, and there will not be 
enough reinforcements to go 
around. For Rundstedt will be 
asking for help in France, the 
Italian and Balkan situations will 
be deteriorating, Southern France 
will be threatened with invasion 
from the sea. 


Hard Choices to Be Made. 

The fact is, choices will have 
to be made. Something will have 
to be given up, in order to hold 
the rest.

I thank you for the rest of the G. I. 
Joes as well as myself for your edito- 
rial of March 24 on the infantry. We 
certainly appreciate the break you have 
been trying to give us lately. 

I am writing the following, not in my 
behalf, but for the million boys who 
are members of the infantry. Each is 
the best buddy tn the world, and they 
are all men to whom one may trust his 
life. They have been pushed around 
more than anyone else in the Army for 
the simple reason that they are in the 
infantry. 

The papers print storles about how 
many enemy planes our fighters shoot 
down and tell about those aces. It is 
all right to give them credit, but don’t 
forget the infantry. 

It isn’t glamorous to hike 25 miles in 
eight hours carrying 60 pounds of equip- 
ment and maybe some equipment of a 
buddy who is all in. On these hikes, 
the stomachs of the men are in knots 
and their legs are automatic pistons 
carrying them onward. It isn't glamor- 
ous to say that after that the infantry- 
man goes into battle taking everything 
the enemy can throw at him. 

No one keeps score of how many en- 
emy soldiers he gets, the buddies whose 
lives he saves. It's all in a day's work, 

Have you ever seen the hurt look on 
a G. I. Joe’s face when one of the Miss 
Americas leaves him flat for a glamor- 
ous guy with wings or a parachute on 
his shoulder? 

Why does the public look down on 
us? Lack of brains? No; some of my 
buddies are college graduates and bril- 
liant besides. Lack of guts? No; a 
man has to have plenty of guts to stand 
up under infantry training. 

One person told me that the men of 
the infantry are often seen in the 
cheaper “dives.” That should not be a 
reason for a cold shoulder; these men 
are the lowest paid among the armed 
. forces. When insurance, allotments, 
laundry and bonds are deducted, G. I. 
Joe doesn’t haye much left. 

A Miss America told me that our uni- 
f6rm doesn’t look as nice as others. 
Maybe it doesn’t, but I am proud of 
what it stands for. 

A more sensible thap claims that the 
reason is that the public doesn’t hear 
as much of us as of the other branches. 

Are these the reasons, Mr. and Mrs. 
America? If not, why are the men of 
the infantry looked down on?

A discussion by Dr. Carl F. VYohs has 
Jed me to oppose state medicine in any 
fashion. Let me emphasize that I am 
one who would undoubtedly benefit from 
state medicine. I say that the principle 
is very fine and that it looks good on 
paper. So does Communism. I recog- 
nize the need for more adequate health 
Bervice, but state medicine cannot be 
the answer. 

When state medicine is started on a 
large scale, no power on earth can keep 
politics out of it.

A Long War Is Still Ahead 


A serious labor-turnover situation in the na- 
tion’s shipyards, including the Navy yards, was 
reported the other day by Manpower Director 
McNutt. So many workers are leaving their jobs, 
he says, that construction and repair of ships 
are handicapped. 

And why are these workers quitting the yards 
where landing craft, submarines, transports, mer- 
chant ships and all manner of naval craft are 
produced? Mr. McNutt lists four reasons: ‘“‘post- 
war job” attractions, desire to return home, 
military separations and community conditions. 

A similar drift away from war jobs is noted 
in other fields, and for the same reasons. Mili- 
tary separations are in the hands of draft authori- 
ties, and communities or management can help 
improve living conditions. But as to the two 
other reasons, the remedy lies in the hands of 
the workers themselves. 

The cause of this exodus to civilian jobs and 
home hearthstones seems to lie in the too-prev- 
alent idea that “the war will soon be over.” This 
is an idea born of imagination and wishful think- 
ing. It has no basis in hard reality. 

What does the President think? “The victory 
still Hes some distance ahead,” he said Monday 
night. “That distance will be covered in due 
time—have no fear of that. Byt it will be tough 


and it will be costly.” 


He was speaking only of the war i Europe. 
Secretary of War Stimson was viewing the 
global, over-all picture when he said the other 
day: “This war has a long way to go. We 
are just entering upon its crucial phase, and 
victory lies far ahead, behind many bloody bat- 
tles.” ' 

After Germany's defeat, there must be a reckon- 
ing with Japan. Adm, Nimitz says that Japan 
cannot be defeated from the sea alone; we must 
also have bases in China. Just now, the Chinese 
are hard pressed, and it is feared they may be 
knocked otit of the war before help can come. 

The invasion of Europe has just begun. How 
long will it be until we can launch the invasion 
of Japan? 

Do all on the home front realize that we still 
have a long, hard war on our hands, probably in 
Europe and certainly in Asia? Workers who 
quit their jobs to hunt work in civilian in- 
dustries seemingly don't realize it, nor do the 
minority of others who relax on their oars. 

A letdown now is not only a sign of delusion 
about the facts—it is a piece of inexcusable 
slackerism. 
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Mr. Kent Spies a Menace

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Republicans’ Turn to Gloat 


Political prophets may find signs to their liking 
in Tuesday’s special elections in two New York 
City congressional districts. Republicans elected 
a Representative in a district which has been 
Democratic for more than 25 years, while the 
Democrats won by a top-heavy vote in a district 
that normally is counted safe for their party.’ 

While the Democrats are getting satisfaction 
out of having held their ground in the Fourth 
District, the G. O. P. certainly will gloat over 
having turned the tables in the Eleventh. The 
voting wag disappointingly light in both. 

In 1942, the Democratic candidate was elected 
in the Eleventh District with 31,723 votes to 
23,029 for the Republican nominee, This time, 
the Democrat got 10,764, the Republican 14,269. 

The Fourth District, which for years has 
turned in Democratic majorities of 8 or 4 to Il, 
was true to form. It gave the Democratic can- 
didate 4860, to 1850 for the Republican. 

Cause for rejoicing this time seems to lie more 
heavily on the Republican side. 
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Some Light on Bolivia 


Perhaps it was too much to expect that the 
secrecy-loving State Department would openly 
admit that it.may have beefi in error in the case 
of Bolivia, and then magnanimously grant full 
recognition. The procedure, instead, is to inform 
other American nations that Bolivia has a gov- 
ernment “irrevocably committed” to the United 
Nations’ cause and, instead of taking the lead 
ourselves, to suggest they accept it. Presumably 
we will wait for the results of elections called by 
the junta, although democratic elections have not 
been the ticket to United States recognition for a 
number of Latin American dictatorships. 

The department’s reluctance to admit a mistake 
is of less importance, of course, than the fact 
that the Villarroel Government probably will get 
the respectable treatment it has proved it de- 
serves. Better belated approbation than none 
at all. Still, State has taken its own sweet 
and languid time since Avra Warren, our Am- 
bassador to Panama, presented his report, after 
detailed investigation of Bolivian affairs, on 
May 23. 

Since January, the intellectuals and yotng 
Army officers who staged the coup that over- 
threw President Penaranda have tried te prove 
their good faith. They decreed expropriation of 
Axis property. They shipped quantities of rub- 
ber and quinine to the United States, refusing the 
higher prices offered by Argentina.

This week, 
before Warren’s return from La Paz, 79 pro-Axis 
people of importance were rounded up and sent 
out of the country for internment. 

All these things, of course, were known to 
the State Department, which made no effort to 
communicate them to the American people. 

There are two things to be asked of State: 
First, that this hemispheric secrecy, which ulti- 
mately, works to the department’s own disad- 
vantage by breeding suspicion in the public, be

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dispelled. Second, that a competent and under- 
standing Ambassador to Bolivia replace Pierre 
Boal, who misrepresented us flagrantly when he 
sided with the tin cartel in economic persecution 
of Bolivian miners. 

We need, in the countries to the south of us, 
men who will not merely speak for America as 
their prejudices dictate, but speak like Ameri- 
cans and thereby build solidarity. 
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Are They Really in Cahoots? 


Whenever attempts are made to cut small-loan 
rates in such states as Migsouri (where the legal 
interest runs to 30 and 36 per cent a year), the 
lobbyists go into action with two appealing argu- 
ments: that the companies perform a useful 
public service in lending to needy borrowers, 
and that if they are put out of business by un- 
duly low rates, the loan sharks will move in. 

The first argument has been pretty well de- 
molished. Few people consider it a public serv- 
ice to charge poor people 36 per cent a year for 
loans, while the lenders make fortunes. Now 
there are signs, in the Federal indictment of 
40 loan firms and 75 persons, that the Govern- 
ment is prepared to smash the second argument, 
too. 

The indictments charge conspiracy, in that 
some of the “legal rate’ companies, the 36 per 
cent public benefactors, made agreements with 
the “high rate” companies, whom they profess 
to view with such pious horror. These agree- 
ments, it is charged, kept the “legal rate” firms 
out of the territory of the other money-lenders, 
and pledged them not to work for reduction of 
interest rates in that territory. 

The charge of exacting interest up to 1000 per 
cent a year is an oft-told story. So is the count 
alleging collection of slush funds for “fixing” 
legislators. The novel aspect is the contention 
that some members of the two money-lending 
groups, always portrayed as each other’s bitter 
enemies, were really in cahoots. If the Govern- 
ment has the evidence to back this up, it prom- 
ises to be a very, very interesting case, 
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School Patronage to the Courts 


The School Board's self-exoneration will not, 
after all, mean the death of the patronage 
charges made by former Comptroller Lee, now 
that a committee of citizen volunteers has been 
formed by the Public Education Association to 
take this scandal into Circuit Court for an offi- 
cial inquiry. 

Missouri! law provides that this step may be 
taken on the initiative of any board member or 
officer, or by 10 citizens. No member so moved, 
after the board had whitewashed itself in secret 
sessions. An unbiased inquiry is essential, as 
Hugo Wurdack stated in resigning from the 
board this week on concluding that his long 
fight for school reform had been futile. 

The Public Education Association serves 
eredit for its enterprise in Satiting Ae siar 
apathy and organizing the move for a court hear- 
ing. If St. Louis is to regain its lost educa- 
tional prestige, the subject of an illuminating 
school-journal article which we reprint today, 
the public must bring the pressure which will 
achieve the necessary reforms, in the face of de- 
fault and opposition by the board majority. 
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Recognition for the Infantry 

In asking for more pay for the trained special- 
ists among the infantrymen, Secretary Stimson 
gives deserved recognition to the indispensable 
foot soldier. 

The Secretary’s plea comes when the doughboy 
is engaged in his greatest undertaking—the 
smashing of Hitler’s armies at the West Wall of 
the Nazi citadel. As the great invasion develops, 
aided, of course, by the courage and skill of all 
the armed services, the infantryman’s part in 
it will be brought home to all America in the 
pain of the casualty lists. To carry the battle to 
the enemy individually, as_the infantryman must 
do, means more than ordinary exposure to all 
the dangers of combat. 

Secretary Stimson has cited the.results of bat- 
tle to prove the case for the infantryman. In 
the North African and Italian campaigns, 70 per 
cent of the casualties were suffered by the in- 
fantry, although it constituted only 19.8 per cent 
of the forces involved. In the Southwest Pa- 
cific, with 15 per cent of the tofal strength, the 
infantry’s casualties have been 26 per cent of the 
total. In all theaters combined, the respective 
percentages are 25 and 50. 

The doughboy has brilliant support from the 
Air Force, the Armored Forces and the Navy. 
But when the last punch is to be delivered, when 
ground works are to be occupied and held, he 
will do the job. 

What Secretary Stimson has asked of Con- 
gress—$5 a month more for men holding the 
expert infantryman’s badge and $10 for those 
holding the combat infantryman’s badge—would 
be, to quote the Secretary, a “vital contribution 
to the maintenance of a high state of morale, 
discipline and individual initiative.” It is some- 
thing the nation owes these men who so often 
are its unsung heroes.

Public education system here is losing national esteem it enjoyed 
for many years, publication says; unselfish, non-political methods 
are gone, and dissension has entered board; unless it can clean it- 
eelf up, failure will be proved due to method of choosing members. 


From the American School Board Journal 


It is interesting to watch the rise of cer- 
tain city school systems, to note how they 
grow in the esteem of the teaching profes- 
sion, to observe how their good work widely 
influences the standards in other cities. 


It is disheartening to find that, with the 
passing of time, changes occur in the per- 
sonnel of the School Boards and executive 
staffs of one or another city which has a 
long record of fine achievements, and to 
see the later groups in power gradually 
lose the respect of the educational people 
and of the local community. 


The ultimate calamity in such a situa- 
tion comes to light usually in some explo- 
sion due to the dismissal of the school ex- 
ecutive, or a scandal in the board itself. 
Invariably, the cause of the trouble has 
been at work for a period of years and has 
involved a fundamental fault in the legal 
or administrative setup, in the quality of 
the board membership, or in some erro- 
neous undercover practice, 


Once a Center of Progress 


After the blowup, it is typical of the 
soundness of the Amerjcan people that the 
better groups in the community combine, 
pick good men and women for the Board 
of Education, and begin slowly the difficult 
process of reconstructing the schools until 
they again deserve full public respect by 
reason of achievement and solid lay and 
professional leadership. 


The St. Louis school system has been 
undergoing several phases of such a cycle 
of growth and decline in its administration. 
The St. Louis schools can recall some of 
the most brilliant names in the American 
city superintendency—William T. Harris, 
who became United States Commissioner 
of Education; that inspiring leader, F. 
Louis Soldan; the able Ben Blewett, and 
his equally able successors, John Withers 
and John Maddox. 


The St. Louis schools numbered among 
their strong leaders such great individuals 
as Susan Blow, who organized the kinder- 
garten movement; Calvin Woodward, an 
early pioneer in vocational education; Wil- 
liam B. Ittner, whose genius did more for 
progress in American schoolhouse design 
than any other architect. 


A Fine Reputation Tarnished 


The school system of St. Louis for a pe- 
riod of years enjoyed a prestige in the field 
of popular education second to none in the 
nation. Its leadership was recognized and 
its contributions to progressive school ad- 
ministration were appreciat@i. Its Board 
of Education commanded the confidence 
and respect of the school people of the 
country. 


But with the passing of time, a decline 
set in. The ideals of unselfish, non-politi- 
cal action were lost sight of. Friction and 
dissension entered the Board of Education. 


With the unfortunate selection of a Su- 
perintendent who failed to realize in his 
work the high ideals of his predecessors, 
there came the breakdown. Under charges 
of unethical financial transactions, the Su- 
perintendent resigned. About the same 
time, one of the business executives who 
failed in his trust was given a prison sen- 
tence. ‘The public was shocked; the press 
was loud in its criticism. 

Two years ago, the schools were again 
thrown into turmoil by the long-drawn-out 
trial of the new Superintendent, 


. Most recently, the Comptroller’s worthy 
project of standardizing non-teaching jobs 
and unifying salaries brought heavy per- 
sonal and political pressure upon the board 
and led the Comptroller to resign. 


The local press is continuing its criticism 
of patronage practices said to exist in the 
employment especially of non-teaching per- 
sonnel, and one of the papers is urging 
that the board members be appointed by 
the Mayor, to face a public vote later on 
the basis of their records, as the only 
means of effecting a lasting reform. 


The local criticism has been directed at 
the board as a whole, but in specific cases, 
fault has been found with former indi- 
vidual members, all of whom held posi- 
tions of trust in the community. Through- 
out the last five troublesome years, there 
have been members of the board who have 
fought heroically to rehabilitate the school 
administration. 


In the course of time every city school 
system encounters setbacks and embar- 
rassments, Outside pressure, particularly 
for self-interest, nepotism and commercial 
advantage, are constantly bearing down 
upon board members and the professional 
executives, all under the democratic guise 
of the right of petition. 


Duty of Board Members 


The fight to maintain the highest ideals 
and to strive for better administrative 
practices and educational results is an un- 
ending one. There must be in the mind 
and the acts of every member high goals 
of educational civic service which know 
no self-interest, no partisanship, no preju- 
dice, 


A genuinely effective situation can be 
continued over a long period of time only 
when the machinery of administration is 
correctly designed, when the method of 
selecting the board automatically assures 
high quality of membership, and when the 
board and its executives are given specific 
duties and responsibilities, according to 
tested principles. 


The. St. Louis Board of Education has 
an enormously difficult task to restore 
harmony and efficiency within the school 
organization and respect within the com- 
munity. If it cannot succeed, failure is 
due to the error in the method of select- 
ing the membership. 


A PRETTY PENNY 
From the Illinois State Journal and Register. 
Substantial and unassuming, the friendly 
copper penny has returned to replace its 
anemic brother, the white cent. 


Classified these many years as small 
change and chicken feed, the copper penny 
was not fully appreciated until the inferior 
white pennies began encroaching on its an- 
cient domain like white top in the pasture 
or nettles in the corn. 


Few coins have lent themselves more ad- 
mirably to making wrong change than has 
the wan and equivocal white cent. Resem- 
bling the mongrel offspring of a rakish 
dime and a fallen penny, it has deceived 
the unsuspecting and embarrassed the in- 
nocent.

e Julian Husiey Has Good Ideas, 


But Poor Editing Impairs Book 


“On Living in a Revolution,” Ww Julian Muxiey. 

(Harper & Brothers, New York.) 

The title of this book is extraordinarily 
challenging and one looks forward to 
genuine stimulation from reading what so 
distinguished a mind as that of Julian 
Huxley may have to say on the most im- 
portant current topic. Unfortunately, one’s 
expectations are not fulfilled. 

The boo contains 13 reprinted essays, 
and two new ones. Mr. Huxley says in 
his preface that some of the essays may 
already be dated, but that he decided to 
republish them because he “wished to be 
on the record, so to speak, in however 
minor a capacity, in the great debate the 
world has been holding with itself.” 

The purpose is understandable, but one 
is forced to agk why he felt it necessary 
to include an essay on Dr. Spooner, an 
account of a trip to the island of St. Kilda 
to study its sea birds, or an unimportant 
broadcast of an imaginary interview. These 
are not uninteresting, but are unconnected 
with what should be the coherent theme 
of the book. 


Furthermore, there has been a faflure to 
edit the material. For example, twice Hux- 
ley quotes Margaret Fuller’s remark that 
ashe accepted the universe, and credits the 
angwer, “Gad, she'd better,” In the first 
instance, to Emerson; in the second in- 
stance, to Carlyle. 

These criticisms may seem piddling, but 
in a way they are not. Much that Huxley 
has to say is so interesting that whatever 
gives the impression that it has been said 
hastily and without careful review may 
vitiate much of the value of the book. 

The title essay is a lucid exposition of 
the major problem facing the world today: 
all of us must adapt ourselves to the fact 
that we ARE living in a revolution. 

“Philosophy in a World at War” is Hux- 
ley’s answer to several articles published 
by Fortune in 1942 under the same title. 
He asked the magazine if he might reply 
to those articles by stating the biologist’s 
point of view. His essay is the clearest, 
most convincing statement of the scientist’s 
point of view about the world of which I 
am aware. So much of the criticism of 
science that is gaining ground in these 
years of stress is based on a myopic view, 
and this essay comes as an antidote. 

4 * . 


Two other essays should be read by 
everyone concerned with the welfare of 
the world. They are “Colonies in a Chang- 
ing World” and “Reconstruction and 
Peace.” Huxley proposes some very defi- 
nite and sensible methods for handling the 
problems that wiil face us after the war. 

Huxley is free from the weakness of 
many of our so-called postwar planners. 
He thinks of man in total terms, as both 
a biological and a social phenomenon. As 
a biologist, he is aware that man is the 
product of an environment as well as the 
result of heredity. He understands the 
psychological problems that must be met. 

I hope that he will soon, with greater 
care and with his eye on the genuine value 
of a coherent exposition of his points of 
view, rewrite a number of these essays, 
binding them together as a sort of guide- 
book to soundly scientific, and therefore 
hopeful, thinking for Yntelligent, modern 
people.

“Yeah, that'll last until tomor- 
row,” said another.

This proved to be approximately 
right. 

The adjournment of politics will 
be, at best, a brief one.

They'll be lis- 
tening to the radio and grabbing 
the latest editions of the papers, 
with news from across the water 
getting A-1 priority.

ing of the European invasion are 
pouring into the White House 
from Allied governments and mill- 
tary leaders all over the world, 


Messages from a host of govern- 
ments were made public yesterday 


at the White House together with | :

congratulations 
velt sent to military leaders of the 
Italikn campaign. 

“The news of the capture of 
Rome was received in the Soviet 
Union with great’ satisfaction,” 
Premier Stalin told the President, 
“I congratulate you upon this 
great victory of Allied Anglo- 
American troops.” 

Marshal Badoglio of Italy sent 
his “ardent wishes for the future 
as well as my gratitude.” 

“Today Rome, the first Euro- 
pean capital to be liberated from 
the Germans, once again occupies 
her place in the world of justice 
and liberty,” he said. 

Replying, the President said, 
“The Italian people have never 
been more keenly aware than to- 
day that the cause of the civilized 
world is their cause.” 

Among messages from Latin 
American countries, that from the 
President of Brazil was repre- 
sentative: 

“Accept my most cordial saluta- 
tions and transmit to Gen. Eisen- 
hower the most ardent wishes of 
myself and of Brazil for the 
complete success of the arms un- 
der his supreme command.” 

The fall of Rome, Generalissimo 
Chiang Kai-shek of China told the 
President, “foreshadows in quick 
succession the liberation of all 
countries suffering under Axis oc- 
cupation.” 

Roosevelt, congratulating Gen. 
Sir Henry Maitland Wilson, said, 
“We are all thrilled by the splen- 
did success in Italy.” 

Similar greetings went to Gen.

York and St. Louis by 1946, and 
in another year will be extended 
by the telephone company west- 
ward to the Pacific Coast as well 
as north and south from St. 
Louis, he said. 

“AS s00n as man power and 
materials become available, we 
Shall have a nation-wide setup 
for television,” Dr, DuMont as- 
serted. “There are nine tele- 
vision transmitters now function- 
ing in the United States—three in 
New York, one in Philadelphia, 
one in Schenectady, two in Chi- 
cago and two in Log Angeles. 
The Federal Communications 
Commission has received 51 ap- 
plications for broadcasting lic- 
enses since Jan. 1, and others are 
coming in at the rate of one or 
SO a week.” 

No station in St. Louis has been 
licensed yet, the FCC merely fil- 
ing all applications received until 
after the war. “There ig ‘probably 
enough room for eight or 10 sta- 
tions in St. Louis,” Dr. DuMont 
Said in explaining that the 16 
broadcasting channels now used 
for television can be increased in 
number, and expressing the opin- 
ion that there will be sufficient 
frequencies for all the stations 
planned, 


One manufacturer has an- 
nounced plans for a television re- 
ceiving set which will sell for as 
little as $125, but this set would 
present only a small picture, and 
a receiver presenting a picture “of 
reasonable size” would cost about 
$200, he continued. He said pic- 
tures would range in size from 
one to six feet square. 

“IT don’t think television will 
replace radio broadcasting,” Dr. 
DuMont said. “Principal television 
programs probably will be avail- 
able from 7 to 11 o’clock at night. 
Television tubes today afford 
greater brilliance and less flicker 
than are present in motion pic- 
tures; television operates at a 
frequency of 60 cycles a second, 
against 48 for motion pictures.” 

Most of Dr. DuMont’s lecture, 
sponsored by the Academy of 
Science of St. Louis, was devoted 
to technical analysis of the 
development of television from 
1884 to the present. 

Dr. DuMont is president of the 
DuMont Laboratories, manufact- 
urers of precision electronics and 
television equipment at Passaic, 
N. J. Dr. R. E. Mann, research 
engineer for the laboratories, dis- 
cussed the DuMont cyclograph, an 
electronic instrument for testing 
metals.

German people dread a Russian

Invasion Is the Test. 

But we have not yet come to 
that point. The Germans can see 
that far ahead just as well as we 
can. They will do all in their 
power to avoid being forced to 
make any such series of decisions. 
And the only way they can do it, 
the only way they can obtain relief 
from the inexorable pressure all 
round their circle, is to defeat 
the Anglo-American invasion in 
the West. 


If thy can do that, they can ob- 
tain at least temporary relief, a 
chance to rebuild their fences else- 
where, perhaps even a chance to 
try to make some sort of compo- 
sition with the Russians who, they 
might hope, would be disgusted 
with Anglo-American failure after 
so high an upsurge of their hopes. 
Hence, we may be sure that we 
shall see very strong and even 
desperate German efforts to roll 
our invasion back into the sea. 
If those efforts do not succeed— 
and it is this writer’s belief that 
they will not and cannot succeed— 
then the steel ring around the be- 
leagured Fortress of Europe will 
begin steadily to contract, stran- 
gling within its tightening circle 
the remnants of German power,

to be moving cautiously against 
the Normandy invasion. Before 
he rushes a big army to the Cher- 
bourg peninsula he must be sure 
that this is one of the major allied 
thrusts and not merely a feint to 
draw his fire while the main at- 
tack is made elsewhere. 

Undoubtedly Rommel would like 
to get a big Allied force farther 
inland before his major counter- 
assault, He is an exponent of tank 
action and favors conditions for 
quick maneuvers. He may try to 
force an open battle. That will 
suit Gen. Sir Bernard L. Mont- 
gomery, providing the Allies are 
able to put ashore sufficient men 
and equipment. 

We should know more about it 
in another week or so if the Allies 
continue to develop their landing. 
Apparently they aim to cut off the 
whole peninsula, thereby securing 
a superb base, made to order with 
the great deep water port of Cher- 
bourg, a main railroad and high- 
ways leading to Paris. The cap-

ETICENCE of Allied head-

cant, It means that Gen. Eisen- 
hower and his staff believe the

the heart of Germany. 

Whatever the real Allied pur- 

pose in picking the Normandy

SPEEDIER POSTWAR 
PLANES. PREDICTED 


Commercial Rates Will Be 
Cheaper, Douglas Aircraft 
Man Tells Bankers. 


Commercis" airplanes in the 
postwar world, while they are 
not likely to be the fanciful crea- 
tions imagined by some enthusi- 
asts, will he somewhat faster, 
more comfortable, with longer 
flying ranges and_ considerably 
cheaper rates than at present, 


Geoffrey F, Morgan of the Doug- 
las Aircraft Corporation told mem- 
bers of the American Institute of 
Banking today at Hotel Statler. 

Morgan, speaking before the 450 
delegates who adjourned their 
two-day session at noon, said that 
private planes would likely not 
approach the automobile in use 
anytime soon. He estimated that 
by 1950 the ratio of automobiles 
to private planes would be per- 
haps 50 to 1, 


To Weigh About 150,000 Pounds. 

Douglas Aircraft engineers, he 
said, believe the commercial plane 
of 1950 will weigh about 150,000 
pounds; have four engines; carry 
75 to 100 passengers and 10 tons 
of cargo, and cruise at about 250 
miles an hour, flying at some 20,’ * 
feet. Present transport planes of 
standard design carry 21 passen- 
gers and cruise at something un- 
der 200 miles an hour. 

He _ predicted postwar rates 
would drop from the present 5 
cents a mile for passengers to 
about 3 cents, and quoted an avia- 
tion authority who estimated the 
present charge of 70 to 80 cents a 
ton mile for freight would go 
down to about 18 cents.

BEEF CATTLE CEILING CHANGE 
CONSIDERED AT CONFERENCE 


WASHINGTON, June 8 (AP).—Government 
food officials and representatives of cattle pro- 
ducers conferred today on proposed revisions in 
beef cattle ceiling prices designed to encourage 
early marketings from crowded western ranges. 
Besides the OPA, the War Food Administration 
aril the Office of Economic Stabilization par- 
ticipated in the closed conference. Suggested 
by the Office of Price Administration, the 
changes inchide: 

1) An increase of 60 cents per 
pounds in the current rollback subsidy 
on all classes of oa Rates now range 
from 50 cents to $1.4 

(2) A reduction, oe Sept. 4, of 50 
cents per hundred pounds in the maximum 
price for lower grades of beef cattle. 

OPA sponsors say these changes—an in- 
crease in the subsidy for the immediate fu- 
ture coupled with a reduction to be made later 
in prices——-would provide an early marketing 
incentive. Officials have warned that unless 
there are heavy marketings this summer, pro- 
fessors will be unable to handle the flood of 
cattle which otherwise could be expected next 
fall. 

The suggested changes are being opposed by 
most cattlemen., They are asking that prices of 
lower and medium grades be kept at present 
levels, but that prices of top grades be in- 
creased $1 a hundred to encourage movement 
of surplus cattle off ranges to midwestern feed 
lots, The cattlemen contend price regulations 
have narrowed the spread between range cattle 
and finished cattle.to a point that makes corn-~- 
belt feeding unprofitable.

Business men tell you: “We can sell anything. 
It is just a matter of getting it to sell.” There 
are few scars left of the Japanese attack on 
Pearl Harbor in 1941, but the downtown ‘streets, 
and even the once Lucullan environs of Waikiki 
Beach, have acquired a honkytonk atmosphere. 
Thousands of service men off ships and looking 
for a little excitement jam into pinball parlors 
where they can also “shoot the Jap,” or enjoy 
jukebox talking pictures.

ONE OF THE most popular pastimes is get- 
ting your picture taken with a hula girl. It costs 
a dollar and a quarter with a girl and a dollar 
without her. Grass-skirted blondes and brunettes 
pose with a sailor against a painted South Seas 
background, while service men line the sidewalks 
four deep to watch the fun. The girl clasps the 
boy in four standard poses. Occasionally with- 
out a surcharge she adds a swaying of the hips, 
which lures customers and, the other day, also 
attracted the military police, who turned one 
girl and the photographer over to the vice squad. 

The girls are guaranteed $100 a week, and 
gome earn as much as $200 when the town fills 


up. 

The tattooing trade is also in the money these 
days. Between 300 and 500 individuals are tat- 
tooed daily here at prices ranging from $2.50 to 
$12.50 a design. On tattooing alone more than 
$500,000 was spent last year. 
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HONOLULU’S MOST SERIOUS shortages are 
liquor, women, housing, labor and places to eat 
without standing in line. Food is abundant—if 
you can shoehorn your way into a restaurant. 
The liquor ration for civilians is one bottle of 
spirits a week or a case of beer. Service officers 
obtain rations through their own clubs and can 
get a bottle of whisky plus a bottle of rum or 
brandy or wine every fortnight. The brands and 
types of liquor vary with the shipping situation, 
and prices are about the same as in the United 
States. A high civil authority told me that he 
may recommend a stoppage of liquor importa, 
which run about 1500 tons monthly, to release 
the space for more ‘essential goods such as shoes 
and clothing. 

If the embargo is enacted, Hawaii will have 
to depend on local distilleries, which produce can 
spirits and flavor according to taste. The other 
day, in a local tavern, I ordered a bourbon and 
water. It turned out to be cane alcohol, with 
“bourbon” flavor. It was like painting the palate 
with varnish. 
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LINES OF HUNGRY humans are outside res- 
taurants and hotels at feeding time. There are 
standees at moving-picture box offices, where all 
performances are sold out at an average of 50 
cents a seat. They queue up at soda fountains 
and beer joints, bus stops, hamburger stalls and 
brothels, and, of course, at hotel desks early in 
the morning, waiting for beds to be vacated. 

This overcrowding is due to the presence of 
thousands of military men in addition to the 
normal civilian population of about 200,000. 
When thousands of sailors get shore leave on 
Sunday, the walks in the Waikiki area are al- 
most impossible to navigate. The crescent of 
tan sand is packed on week ends. The slow- 
rolling surf is dotted with surfboard artists. 
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THE HOUSING SHORTAGE is really desper- 
ate, rivaled only by the lack of restaurants, al- 
though thére are 60 of the latter, compared to 
288 in 1939. 

The local merchants make money on volume 
of business, of course, and those who have gone 
into specialty lines are cleaning up. More than 
8000 new businesses were established in the first 
two years of the war, including lunch wagons, 
fun parlors, curio manufacturing concerns and 
candy-making businesses. A large proportion of 
these are carried on in private homes. 

Papa, mamrfa and the children pitch in to 
make hula dolls, grass skirts, paper bags for 
potato chips or some novelty that will sell at 
outrageous prices to boys who want to send a 
bit of Hawaiiana back home. 
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Hawaii's blackout was lifted a few weeks ago 
by the military, but the 10 p. m. curfew stilli s 
effective. That is the main obstacle to normal 
social life and puts a crimp in the night qlubs, 
which stop serving drinks at 7 p. m. and close 
at 9 p. m. Many bars are closed on Saturday 
and Sunday. 

If you are caught in the street after curfew 
by the military police and are without a pass or 
a plausible explanation, a summons follows and 
a stiff fine is likely. If you want to throw an 
evening party, you tell your guests to bring their 
toothbrushes and to prepare to stay overnight 
rather than run the police gantlet.

Bolled Smoked Tongue, 

Four pounds smoked tongue, 
three branches celery, one whole 
carrot, one small onion, five whole 
black peppers, three whole cloves, 
one small bay leaf. Cover tongue 
with cold water. Let water come 
to a boil, drain off and cover 
tongue again with cold water. 
Add remaining,ingredients, Cover. 
Simmer about three to four hours. 
Lift tongue from liquid, plunge 
into cold water to cool slightly, 
then remove and discard skin and 
roots at base. Return tongue to 
liquid and let remain until serv- 
ing time. Water in which tongue 
is cooked may be used for cook- 
ing vegetables.

Hot Savory Sauce. 

One-half cup plum butter or 
jelly, one-fourth cup combined wa- 
ter and tongue liquid, dash salt, 
two teaspoons prepared horse- 
radish. Combine all ingredients, 
heat and pour over slices of hot, 
cooked tongue.

Stewed mixed fruits, one-half 
pound diced; ‘hot whole wheat 
cereal, four generous servings;

INGATE guided the party up

Then they marched 
over the mountains to rear head- 
qugrters, where a tremendous re- 
ception awaited them. Here they 
were deloused, given new clothes, 
and a doctor treated their cuts 
and sores. 
“At Imphal all of the returning 
men were promptly pushed into 
hospital. They had lost an aver- 
age of 15 pounds apiece. The doc- 
tor in charge sagely explained that 
their stomachs had shrunk to half 
their normal size and prescribed a 
liquid diet. No mince pies. No 
eggs and bacon. However, the 
matron, Miss Agnes McGeary, was 
a charitable soul—she had, inci- 
dentally, won a medal for galian- 
try at Dunkirk—and took pity on 
the Chindits. In a very few days 
she had worked them on to a 
more robust diet. There was por- 
ridge and cream for breakfast; 
chicken in cream and roast beef, 
vegetables and fruit for lunch and 
dinner; candy and malted milk be- 
tween meals—and a bottle of beer 
a day per man, an unheard-of lux- 
ury in the mountains of Assam 
where the ration was three bottles

Wheeler had been killed by a stray 
bullet when his Burma Rifles 
stormed a Japanese outpost near 
the Shweli River. Another of the 
three Colonels on the force was 
reported missing. 

On a campaign of this kind the 
casualties were, inevitably, heavy 
enough to make the survivors feel 
they were lucky to have pulled 
through. Even so they were con- 
siderably lower than Wingate had 
expected, The bulk of the cas- 
ualties occurred on the homeward 
march, Sickness and exhaustion 
took a far heavier toll than the 
Japs. Some groups lost nearly half 
of their men on the way Dack. 
One haggard survivor told how 
he and a party of 20 had found 
themselves 10 days’ march from 
the Chindwin with only two 
pounds of rice and two pounds of 
buffalo meat. When they reached 
the mountains before the river 
they began to drop, one by one, 
utterly exhausted, He alone had 
lived to swim the Chindwin, Two 
parties were never heard from 
again. 

News of Wingate’s raid was re- 
leased for the first time on May 
21. A correspondent who went 
to interview Wingate asked if the 
campaign had gone according to 
plan. “In war,” Wingate answered, 
“nothing ever goes according to 
plan, not in this kind of war. All 
you can do is allow for the 
changes when you make your 
plans. I am quite satisfied with 
the results. The expedition was 
a complete success. 

Behind the color and drama of 
Wingate’s Raid lay a record of 
solid military achievement. 

The expedition relieved the 
heavy pressure on the Chinese to 
the east, pried loose the Jap grip 
on*the Kachin Levies in the 
northeastern corner of Burma, 
and staved off a threatened inva- 
sion of India. It demonstrated 
the growing strength and cunning 
of the Allies on the ground and 
their supremacy in the air, and 
swung many Burmese around to 
belief in an Allied victory. It In-

Benefits of 
Lying in Bea 
Are Debated

EST IN bed has always been 
R for me the great cure-all, It 

is also one of the most neg- 
lected procedures in the whole 
field of treatment. Many a man 
is rushing around his business 
affairs working himself into a 
lather of nervousness and worry, 
taking something at night to 
make him sleep and something be- 
fore meals to help his digestion 
and taking time off to go to the 
gymnasium or to a masseur when 
if he would just go to bed and do 
nothing for two weeks his frayed 
nerves would begin to calm down 
and feel normal. A week or 80 
ago I quoted the remark made to 
me once—“I verily believe that if 
everyone spent all his life in bed 
no one would ever die.” 


Well, now comes my friend, Dr. 
William Dock, of Cornell Medical 
School, and.gets his picture in a 
magazine because he says that— 
“Bed rest kills more patients than 
anesthesia and all the drugs in 
the pharmacopeia added to- 
gether.” His objections come down 
to the items that, prolonged bed 
rest robs the bones of chalk and 
creates a negative calcium bal- 
ance, that it breaks down morale 
by the use of bedpans and the 
feeling of helplessness, and im- 
pedes blood flow and thus leads 
to the formation of blood clots 
which wander over the body and 
light in the lungs and brain and 
other places and thus cause those 
more deaths than anesthesia. The 
anesthetists claim (by the way, 
Bill) that they give 5000 success~- 
ive anesthetics without a death. 

HE WENT ON to say in his 
original article in the New York 
State Medical Journal, that sit- 
ting up in a chair promoted just 
as much physiologic rest as bed 
rest and was free of the “hazard of 
the pressure on the backs of the 
legs which, according to statistics, 
leads to the formation of blood 
clots as mentioned above. 

Dr. Dock also intimated that 
man was not intended by nature 
to lie on his back. Unlike all other 
mammals man sleeps on his back. 
My reaction to that is that I am 
not sure about nature not intend- 
ing man to be recumbent, but she 
certainly didn’t intend him to as- 
sume the erect position. Some of 
the penalties human beings pay 
for standing upright on their feet 
are: flat feet, varicose veins, vis- 
ceroptosis (dropped stomach and 
intestine), shoulder bursitis and 
backache with or without sciatica. 

Now, Bill Dock is a smart gink 
and why shouldn't he be, he had a 
smart father who was my profes- 
sor of medicine at the University 
of Michigan. So we must give 
some consideration to these objec- 
tions of his. 

The danger of bed rest increases 
with age. For children and those 
with tuberculosis of the lungs who 
are mostly young, it is all right, 
according to Dr. Dock, but old- 
sters should not stay in bed “one 
hour longer than necessary.”

I ONCE WROTE a treatise on 
medical treatment and my first 
chapter was on Rest. The first 
sentence of my definition of rest 
was—"Rest means a comfortable 
bed, well made and well tended.” 
There is part of the answer. Bed 
rest doesn’t mean the patient is 
to lie on his back like a corpse. He 
should have a back rest and sup- 
port under his knees and a foot 
rest so he can brace himself. 


I agree that a chair is just as 
good in most instances as a bed. 
Nowadays, I believe, it is the ideal 
of surgeons to get their patients 
out of bed in a chair on the fourth 
post-operative day. That is quite 
a change from the old ideas.

SAN DIEGO, Cal., June 7, 

LUEJACKETS and Marines 
B returning from battle need no 

longer face intense despair 
when noses, ears, eyelids and lips 
are disfigured or partly torn away 
by flame, shrapnel or bullets of 
modern warfare, for features are 
being reconstructed with esthetic 
perfection of detail for thousands 
of men at Navy hospitals, 

Surgeons at the United States 
Naval Hospital, San Diego, the 
great Navy center for plastic sur- 
gery on the West Coast, with in- 
finite skill have been plying their 
art for the last two years to re- 
turn to duty or civilian life men 
with faces and bodies showing 
comparatively slight traces of 
their battle wounds. 

Several thousand dollars is the 
cost of this type of operation in 
civilian life, but patience is the 
only price paid by the men receiv- 
ing reconstruction surgery in the 
Navy hospital, The injuries of 
many are so complex as to require 
operations as often as 20 times 
over a period of months or a few 
years. 

Prior to the war skin operations 
were performed by service doctors 
for the Navy, but the wounding 
of thousands of men in battle has 
resulted in the development of a 
special department employing 
some of the best plastic surgeons 
in the country, 

Capt, Morton D. Willeutts, (MC) 
U.8.N., is medical officer in com- 
mand of the San Diego hospital 
and the department is headed by 


Capt. Harold L. D. Kirkham, (MC), 
U.S.N.R., of Houston, Tex., chief 
plastic surgeon. His senior as- 
sistants are Capt. James T. Mills, 
(MC) U.S.N.R., of Dallas, Tex., 
and Comdr. Leo Potter, (MC) 
U.S.N.R., of Houston. 

The patients with whom these 
medical scientists work have had 
battle experience at Pearl Harbor, 
the Solomons, the Gilberts and 
Marshalls and the doctors have 
been successful to a high degree 
in restoring all parts of the body, 
including such delicate features 
as noses, ears and eyelids, which 
have been burned or shot away. 


The parts of the body moat suit- 

ed in texture, locality and color 
to the area to be reconstructed, is 
selected for the skin graft. For a 
feature such as an eyelid, skin is 
selected from an area having some 
hair to permit the growth of eye- 
lashes, Grafts may be necessary 
from different parts of the body 
for some operations, 
A delicate, long and tedious 
process, skin grafting requires su- 
preme patience on the part of the 
surgeon as well as the patient. 
Several small operations are often 
necessary to prepare skin flaps for 
grafting. After grafting is start- 
ed the patient may be confined 
by cast in one position for several 
weeks until a firm root is taken 
by the transplanted skin. An en- 
tire new series of operations might 
be made necessary by a move 
which causes the graft to tear 
away 

Many men who have been se- 
verely burned call for treatment 
by Navy plastic surgeons.

WASHINGTON, Wednesday. 

HERE is a further effort 

which can be made, I think, to 

help both labor and manage- 
ment to face the present needs of 
war production. The Government, 
as represented by its leadership in 
Congress, has the opportunity to 
do one important thing: If they 
pass legislation and make the peo- 
ple secure in the knowledge that 
these laws are actually being im- 
plemented, and that no citizen 
need fear if he continues in his 
present wartime job, that he will 
not have adequate coverage dur- 
ing a period of unemployment fol- 
lowing the closing of his war 
plant and the reconversion to ci- 
vilian use, there will be less un- 
rest among the workers. 


In addition, an assurance that 
transportation and opportunity for 
new work is now being planned for 
in every section of the country by 
industry and labor jointly, with 
the knowledge and co-operation of 
the Government, would vastly 
strengthen and hearten the people 
in their war production jobs. The 
carrying out of the provisions of 
the Baruch report as to methods 
of reimbursement and disposal of 
surpluses would give management 
its needed sense of security, This 
is the pattern of co-operation that 
the citizens must see functioning 
in order to do their jobs with 
quiet minds in these crucial days. 

Like everybody else, I am 
spending more time than usual 


reading the papers and listening 
to the radio these days, which is 
really not conducive to accom- 
plishing much work. 

I did, however, go up to the Sen- 
ate office building yesterday aft- 
ernoon to be present at the cere- 
mony when the committee which

The consulting doctors in 
these cases evaluate the areas 
most essential to the normal func- 
tions of the patient and recon- 
struct those of highest priority 
first. A man suffering from a 
damaged ear and the loss of eye- 
lids, probably would have his eye- 
lids reconstructed first to allow 
him to close his eyes, 

Civilian victims of accidents or 
fires may also receive the benefit 
of all these developments in plas- 
tic surgery. 

A few tricks have been bor- 
rowed from Hollywood by Navy 
surgeons to aid the morale of 
these men suffering several in- 
juries, dnd prosthetic specialists 
have been added to their staffs. 
Temporarily reconstructed features 
are given to the men by the pros- 
thetics, to allow them to go on 
short liberties or leaves while 
awaiting further operations. 

Former Hollywood makeup art- 
ists supervise and teach the pa- 
tients to make their own rubber- 
like noses or ears while they are 
awaiting more permanent recon- 
struction. 

The morale 6f the men is espe- 
cially high, despite the discour- 
agement of many operations. Fel- 
low patients usually rally around 
a man when he is in severe pain, 
to encourage him.

Ten 
operations were required for the 
transplanting of the new skin and 
trimming it into shape. To give 
the Marine a regularly colored lip, 
a small piece of mucous mem- 
brane was transplanted from an- 
other part of his mouth. 

A Navy Electrician’s Mate who 
lost part of his skull and scalp 
while fighting the enemy from 
aboard the U. 8S. 8. Helena in the 
South Pacific, was one of the most 
unusual cases, Plastic surgeons 
of the Navy have given him a new 
scalp by transplanting skin 
brought up from his back. The 
lost skull will later be replaced by 
a plate of some metallic substance, 

The surgeons were told by a 
Marine Colonel, who lost part of 
his nose when hit by a Japanese 
bullet in the Solomons, that his 
new nose looks better than the 
old one. 

A part of both eyelids were lost 
by a Marine Private and his ears 
were badly damaged while fight- 
ing a fire caused by enemy action 
in the Solomons. Already the 
San Diego doctors have given him 
normal eyelids and they are now 
reconstructing his ears. 

A bullet went through the roof 
of the mouth of another man, 
leaving a hole which made it im- 
possible for him to speak coher- 
ently, The hole in his mouth has 
been filled and he now has normal 
speech and is on active duty 
again.

West, however, thought 
things over, and then he shifted 
to the spade queen. The king was 
played from dummy and East 
won. Now, on the spade return, 
West won with the jack, cashed 
the ace and queen of diamonds, 
and then deliberately led a fourth 
round of that suit, despite the 
fact that dummy, East, and South 
were now “out.” Declarer dis- 
carded a spade from dummy, but 
East, correctly reading his part- 
ner’s wishes, ruffed in with the 
club queen. Declarer had the 
choice of conceding the trick, or 
overruffing with the king and 
thereby establishing West's jack- 
nine as a sure trick. Result, either 
way, down one, 


If West had cashed his three 
diamond tricks before shifting to 
spades, declared simply could have 
refused to cover the spade queen. 
Then, in order to cash two spade 
tricks, West would have had to 
lead spades again, and this time 
South would have put in the king 
so as to throw the lead to East. 
The fourth diamond lead could not 
have materialized. West's actual 
sequence of plays left East with 
a diamond that could have been 
used, if necessary, to give the 
lead to West at the crucial mo- 
ment.
